In Chicago Heights 


Chicago Heights, Il. — Funeral 
services for the Rev. Aquinas 
Knoff, former editor of * The 
Acolyte (The Priest) magazine 
and diocesan editor of Our Sunday 
Visitor, were held here from St. 
Agnes Church, Monday, July 9. 
The burial took place at Holy 
Sepulchre cemetery. 


Father Knoff died in St. Joseph’s 
Hospital, this city, Thursday, July 
5, after an extended illness. On 
leaving the pastorate of St. 
Mary’s Church, Union City, Ind., 
he went to the Alexian Brothers 
Hospital in Chicago. 


The son of William and Nellie 
Murray Knoff, Father Knoff was 
born in Chicago, September 11, 
1896. Following primary and high 
school studies he entered Cathedral 
College, Quigley Preparatory Sem- 
inary. Later he attended Kenrick 
Seminary in St. Louis, Mo., and 
Mt. St. Mary’s Seminary, Emmets- 
burg, Md. 


Father Knoff was ordained by 
the late Most Rev. John T. Mce- 
Nicholas, O.P. then Bishop of Du- 
luth, on April 17, 1921. Following 
ordination he served as assistant 
of Sacred Heart Cathedral in Du- 
luth until January, 1926. At that 
time the Fort Wayne Diocesan 
Edition of Our Sunday Visitor was 
founded and at the invitation of 
Bishop Noll, Father Knoff came 
to the Diocese. He served as Dio- 
cesan Editor of OSV and pastor of 
St. Joseph’s Church, Roanoke. 


In 1935 Father Knoff relinquish- 
ed his duties with OSV to become 
editor of The Acolyte. In July of 
1941 he was appointed pastor of 
St. Mary’s Church, Union City, 
and served there until he suffered 
a stroke about two years ago.

Educators Wont Alter Stand Against 
Federal Aid For Non-Public Schools 


San Francisco—(NC) — The National Education Association at its annual conven- 
tion here shouted down every proposal to soften its traditional opposition to any kind of 
public assistance for parochial school children. 

Despite more dissent than at any previous gathering, the membership decided that 
an NEA convention would not be complete without a resolution stipulating in effect “no 
public funds for non-public schools.” Passage of the resolution marked the ninth repetition 


in as many years of the NEA’s* 


stand on Federal aid to Educa- 


tion. 

Nearly 5,000 delegates to the 
89th annual convention sat pa- 
tiently in the Civic Auditorium as 
a long list of resolutions received 
perfunctory approval by voice 
vote.

Japanese Bishop 
Blesses Boy On 
Way To N.D. 


Notre Dame — A Japanese Bish- 
op of the Catholic Church, whose 


relatives were killed by the atomic 
bomb at Nagasaki, tendered his 
blessing on the son of a United 
States government civilian em- 
ployee in Tokyo shortly before the 
youth embarked for America where 
he will enroll in September as a 
freshman at the University of 


‘Notre Dame. 


John O’Brien, whose father F. X. 
James O’Brien is a government em- 
cd for the United States in 

okyo, visited Hiroshima and Nag- 
asaki before leaving Japan prepar- 
atory to entering Notre Dame be- 
eause his father “thought Jack 
should see where the two atomic 
bombs dropped before he leaves 
Japan and also meet Bishop Yoma- 
gueki, Bishop of Nagasaki, a friend 
of the family.” The father is an 
alumnus of Notre Dame. 


“The Bishop’s mother and two 
sisters were killed when the atomic 
bomb was dropped in Japan,” Mr. 
O’Brien said in a letter to the Rev. 
Louis J. Thornton, C.S.C., Director 
of Admissions at Notre Dame. “I 
thought he would be bitter toward 
Americans — but he isn’t. He has 
accepted his tragic loss with a 
magnificent spirit of Christian re- 
signation, and says he never ques- 
tion’s God’s wisdom.” 


Young O’Brien, who will join 
students from each of the 48 states 
and from more than twenty foreign 
countries at Notre Dame, hopes to 
enter the University’s Naval Re- 
serve Officers Training Corps unit. 
The Naval ROTC unit is one of 
four military training programs in 
operation at Notre Dame, the other 
three being a Marine unit, an Air 
Force unit and an Army Engineers 
unit.

Canadian Daily Says 
Commies Admit 
Faith Dies Hard 
In Hungary 


Montreal —(NC)— By their 
“travesty of a trial” of Archbishop 
Josef Groesz of Kalocsa, who has 
been sentenced to 15 yeats in pris- 
on, “Hungary’s communist leaders 
admit that faith in and loyalty to 
the Church dies inconveniently 


hard.” 


The observation was made edi- 
torially by The Montreal Star, lo- 
cal daily seeflar newspaper, com- 
menting on the prelate’s “trial.” 
The editorial states: “With a few 
changes of names, the current Bu- 
dapest trial of a group of alleged 
plotters against the communist re- 
gime would coincide remarkably 
with a similar one two years ago. 
Different defendants are in the 
dock, but the circumstances are 
strikingly similar, the same un- 


tent, the same well-rehearsed con- 
fessions, the same alleged instiga-

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Just how does the school aid the 
child in arriving at the conclusion 
that Sanctifying Grace is the es- 
sential possession of life? Log- 
ically the teacher is going to use 
the knowledge that the child has 
when he enters her classroom. In 
general this knowledge may be 
summed up in the universal truth 
that everyone wants to be happy 
and that he will use anything 
available to attain happiness. We 
all know and even the child him- 
self recognizes that his only phil- 
osophy is “Satisfy my desires or 
I’ll cry until you do.” 

In the light of this philosophy 
with the guiding help of the teach- 
er, the child investigates the three 
possible sources of happiness in 
this world—pleasure, wealth, and 
fame—and rightly concludes that 
all these things are really inade- 
quate to make him completely 
happy; for in the possession of 
them he discovers that he has 
either too much or not enough, or 
the thing possessed doesn’t last. 
He sees that his heart is too great 
for all these material things and 
this is the reason that it is im- 
possible for him to be satisfied 
with them. The skilful teacher, 
knowing that this desire for hap- 
piness springs from the very pur- 
pose for which God created man, 
shows the child how to transfer 
this craving for happiness to the 
striving for the real good—Sanc- 
tifying Grace—which has eternal 
value and which at the same time 
is capable of giving him the max- 
imum amount of happiness even 
here on earth. 


What is there about Grace which 
makes it so essential that it means 
the difference between happiness 
and unhappiness? Aside from the 
fact that we all know that :t is 
absolutely necessary to be in the 
state of Sanctifying Grace in order 
to be admitted into the Kingdom of 
Heaven, there are other effects 
which, when properly understood 
by the child, are capable of arous- 
ing in him an ardent desire for the 
possession and continuous increase 
of it. 


I wish everyone could see the 
expression in the face of a child 
who for the first time realizes 
what it means to be in the state 
of Grace. The teacher sees evidenc- 
ed there the beginning of a new 
love for God, Whom the child now 
knows is his Father, not only by 
creation, but by a personal, real 
adoption into the Divine Family. 

Having experienced the joy of 
loving God and being loved by 
Him, the child longs to deepen and 
insure its possession. He is attract- 
ed by those things which will 
strengthen this bond of love be- 
tween himself and his Father. 
Hence he is eager to receive the 
Sacraments, to attend Mass, to 
pray, and to perform good works. 
To a child in the state of Grace 
these practices mean an increase 
of Grace—that valuable possession 
upon which so much depends. This 
is not beyond the reach of a little 
child. Just the other day a second 
grader upon being asked, what 
Sanctifying Grace meant to him, 
replied, “It is the most wonderful 
thing in the whole world and I 
never want to lose it.” 

What a happy security for the 
child is the knowledge that Heav- 
en is his inheritance by reason of 
his Divine adoption. This happiness 
is so great that he wishes to share 
it; for in sharing it he will possess 
it more fully. He prays that all 
may love God, his Father. He does 
all he can to help others realize 
their call to be adopted children of 
God. He respects his fellow beings 
as real or potential children of 
God—his own brothers. 

A child who really knows what it 
means to be in the state of Grace 
will not make the mistake of 
choosing the material world in 
preference to the spiritual world; 
for Grace is the Supernatural bond 
which joins Heaven to earth. God, 
the Blessed Trinity, dwells, by 
Grace, in the child. It is sin alone 
-which can despoil this temple for 
it is sin alone which deprives the 
soul of Grace and all the mar- 
velous effects of Grace. Conse- 
quently the child senses sin as it 
really is and will battle successful- 


against it.

He must love and live 
the life of Grace, thus being a 
member of Christ’s family on earth 
he is traveling securely toward 
his home in Heaven. He is not mis- 
sing the whole reason for life here 
and hereafter. He is a real citizen 
of both the worlds in which God 
has ordained him to live. —

Undoubtedly, all the peo- 
ple inyolved in these unfortunate 
affairs had more or less schooling. 
They were “educated.” But their 
education did them little good. 
Something was lacking. 
Secular education today takes 
very little account of man’s es- 
sential nature. That is its great- 
est mistake, and the consequences 


are grievious indeed. Altho it seeks, 
and with no small measure of suc- 
cess, to equip our boys and girls 
with the knowledge they need to 
make their way and their mark in 
the world of material achievement, 
it stresses but feebly the long view 
of life that sees eternity as its 
fruition. It fails to give due recog- 
nition to the unalterable fact that 
man is primarily a spiritual being; 
that he has a life to live for his 
neighbor and God, as well as for 
himself; that “to do justice and to 
love mercy” are more important 


than anything else in the curricula. 
Secular education of course, must 
train its students for secular pur- 
suits. That is its proper function. 
But it should develop the WHOLE 
PERSON, rather than only his 
lower and perhaps worse self. 

By developing the whole person 
we mean that our schools and col- 
leges should find a place in their 
curricula for teaching students full 
orientation to the whole of life. If, 
by the grace of God, any of us 
are truly spiritual, then why should 
not the full picture be painted?

Nearly 1,700 years ago the entire 
Roman Empire, which dominated 
most of the then populated world, 
was converted from paganism to 
Christianity. This did not come 
about suddenly. For three centuries 
Christ’s followers, nearly every one 
of whom was loyal unto death, 
were persecuted in most inhuman 
ways, but because of the loyalty of 
the people, they triumphed and 
pagan civilization collapsed. 


The pagans were not as guilty 
as the Jews because they had not 
been a favored people. They did not 
even know the God Who loved the 
Israelites so much. 


In the year 1,000 all of Europe,|J 


including Kings, Queens and Em- 
perors were Catholic, but 500 
years later there was a great 
apostasy in some nations, forced 
on the people by tyrannical rulers. 
In our day there is a greater 
apostasy, also enforced on the 
people in Russia, and in many 
other countries. 

In the modern pagan world, 
where missionaries are accomplish- 
ing many conversions amid diffi- 
culties, Christ is being driven out. 
We live amid the greatest apostasy 
from Christ and God in, history. If 
we would be truly loyal to Jesus, 
we must not only offer our prayers 
and our sacrifices, but our apos- 
tolate, toward winning the favor 
of God in order that He may with- 
hold His justice from destroyin 
the entire world as He destroy 
erusalem. 


Why hesitate to teach our young 
people that wordly success is vain 
indeed unless it be achieved by 
loyalty to the love and truth of the 
Supreme Being? 

Is it not better to be a simple, 
truthful person than a_ learned 
gangster? Is it not better to have 
little, with moral integrity, than 
much, with a shriveled spirit? 
What real parents would not give 
their all rather than see their sons 
or daughters follow the low instead 
of the high road?

Sanatorium At Rome City 


Kneipp Springs— The | 


Will Celebrate Its 50th 
Anniversary This: Week

The combination of a beautiful scenic atmosphere and 
cold spring water with the treatment popularized by a 
Bavarian priest have led many people to think 
Springs as the Carlsbad of Indiana. 

Overlooking Sylvan: Lake at Rome City, the Kneipp

“Kneipping,” the system used at 
the sanatorium, is nothing new. 
Not even to the man from which 
it derives its name. 


While studying for the priest- 
hood, young Sebastian Kneipp de- 
veloped tuberculosis. His attention 
was called to the value of hydro- 
therapy and he began to experi- 
ment with himself. In the winter 
of 1849 he started the process of 
taking short baths in the Danube 
River a few times a week. After a 
year’s time his health was im- 
proved and he returned to his 
studies. When he was ordained in 


Monsignor Kneipp 


1852, Father Kneipp continued his 
hydrotherapeutic practices. 


Father Kneipp had discovered 
nothing new; he merely systema- 
tized what was known before and 
had been allowed to lapse. His sys- 
tem consisted of the regulation of 
the daily life, through simplicity 
of diet, and the plentiful use of 
cold water internally and exter- 
nally. His general rules were plenty 
of sleep, with an early morning 
walk in the dewy grass in bare 
feet, simple meals, no stimulants, 


In 1891, the Rev. Dominic 
Duehmig, pastor of St. Mary's 
church, Avilla, collected funds from 
cottagers who had summer resi- 
dences at Sylvan Lake for the erec- 
tion of a mission church at Rome 
City. The church he built was 
a miniature of St. Peter's basilica 
in Rome, 


When the then Father Noll be- 
came the first resident pastor of 
Kendallville in 1899, Rome City 
was assigned to him as a mission. 


In the meontime, Doctor Geier- 
mon hod purchased the 80 acres 
of land near the lake and built 
his sanetorium. The large Geier- 
man family, plus the patients oat 
the sanatorium, necessitated reg- 
ulor weekly visits from the pastor 
at Kendallville throughout the year. 
The Rome City church was used 
during the summer months only. 


After a couple of years Doctor 
Geierman sold his property to the 
Sisters of the Precious Blood. A 
resident chaplain was assigned to 
the sanatorium and the church at 
Rome City became a summer mis- 
sion only. 


The church was soon abandoned 
in favor of the more spacious 
chapel at Kneipp Springs. Today, 
the lake people have the benefit 
of several Masses each Sunday ot 
the sanatorium. The present chap- 
lain, the Rey. Hubert Greb, C.PP.S., 
serves the all year round residents 
in a pastoral way. 


not too much meat and an abun- 
dance of cereals. 


This same treatment is used to- 
day at Kneipp Springs. In 1895, 
Sister Margaret Schlachter of the 
Sisters of the Precious Blood, went 
to Woerishofen, Bavaria, to take 
the treatment and study the sys- 
tém from Monsignor Kneipp. After 
her return to the motherhouse at 
Maria Stein, Ohio, “Kneipping” be- 
came the cure-all-remedy for all 
the ailments of the sisters. 


About the same time, Dr. W. G. 
Geierman, who also had studied 
the Kneipp cure, purchased 80 
acres of Hillside Spring near Rome 
City with the intention of building 
a sanatorium. In 1897 the first 
building was completed along with 
a residence for the Sisters.

Sanctuary Of Chapel At Kneipp Springs 


Encountering financial difficul- 
ties in 1901, Doctor Geierman ap- 


pealed to the Sisters for help. The 
Sisters inspected the sanatorium 
and decided that it would be an 
ideal place for the sick and infirm 
members of the congregation, for 
an asylum for poor children and 
for a home for the aged. Mother 
Emma purchased the sanatorium 
for $25,000. 


This week Kneipp Sprmgs is 
celebrating its 50th anniversary. 

Prior to 1901, Kneipp Springs, 
in the hands of Doctor Geierman, 
was a ten-bed institution with 
buildings that were old and ready 
to crumble to the ground. With the 
coming of the Precious Blood Sis- 
ters, came new life and progress. 


The first administrator, Sister 
Agreda, C.PP.S., in 1905, began 
the work of dismanteling the old 
building and supplanting it with a 
commodious brick edifice that 
would better accommodate the 
many guests who came for rest

and treatment. In 1913, a three- 
story north wing was erected. 


Once again, in 1915, finding the 
building entirely too small to ac- 
commodate all the persons who 
sought admission, Sister Agreda 


made plans for a new addition’ 


which would include a new chapel, 
a convent for the sisters and a new 
east wing for guests. Since then, 
each succeeding year has left its 
memorial to progress in one form 
or another. 


One of the Sisters’ latest activi- 
ties was the replacing of the wood- 
en altars in the chapel with marble 
liturgical altars and the redecorat- 
ing of the sanctuary. 


There still remains one big, out- 
standing accomplishment of the 
Sisters—one of far-reaching con- 
sequences—the soliciting and ob- 


taining of State recognition for | 


Kneipp Springs. Ever since 1942, 
Kneipp Springs has been affiliated 
with the Catholic Hospital Asso- 
ciation of the United States and 
Canada, the American Hospital 
Association and the Indiana Hospi- 
tal Association. However, only 
since July 27, 1948, the sanatorium 
is licensed by the State as a 
specialized hospital. 


Today, after 50 years, Kneipp 
Springs sanatorium is much more 
than the Sisters dreamed it would 
be. It is neither a home for the

would indicate a national average, 
but our hunch is that it would come 
pretty close. 


Catholics are rarely “converted” 
to another Christian religion be- 
cause they are convinced that we 
don’t have the full truth and 
another church has. Some Catho- 
lics do join other churches because 
their non-Catholic spouses coax 
them to do so. More tly 
Catholics who have entered upon 
invalid marriages and cannot re- 
ceive the sacraments anyway, be- 
come members of another church. 

We are reminded of these 
matters because of a letter re- 
ceived from an unhappy fallen- 
away whose conscience, he admits, 
is bothering him. “I feel,” he says, 
“I could still be in the Church if I 
could afford to pay for an examina- 
tion of my marriage case by the 
court in Rome which grants annul- 
ments. The rich can do that; the 
poor don’t have a chance.” 

The poor man is sadly misin- 
formed. Statistics of the Roman 
Rota, to which tribunal he refers, 
were released only a few weeks 
ago. Here’s the record: 

During the year 1950 the Roman 
Rota handed down decisions in 149 
cases regarding the validity of 
marriage. This was the largest 
number of cases handled by this 
tribunal in recent years. 

Of the 149 cases, 110 were de- 
cided negatively. That means the 
Rota ruled the disputed marriages 
were valid and therefore binding 
for life. 

In the remaining 39 cases the 
applications for decrees of nullity 
were granted. That means that the 
Rota found that a true — ae 
had never existed between the 
parties concerned. 

Of all 149 cases considered, 49 
were handled free, that is without 
any charge by the lawyers attached 
to the Rota. In 17 of these 49 
cases decrees of nullity were 
granted. 

There is no charge levied for 
consideration of marriage cases. 
Much less is there any “graft” 
connected with the consideration of 
such cases, as Many persons who 
hate the Church aver. Costs in- 
volved are only those for research, 
records, office help, etc. It is only 
fair that a person who wants con- 
sideration should pay costs in- 
volved. 

The Church is not in the whole- 
sale annulment business. During 
the years 1936—1950 the Roman 
Rota heard only 1,314 cases. 
Among these 796 applications for 
annulments were rejected. Of 
course, the cases had been pre- 
viously studied by pastors and the 
diocesan matrimonial courts.

Instruments, drugs and devices 
for the purpose of contraception, 
the resolution declares, “can clearly 
be demonstrated directly to violate 
the ethics encompassed in the pro- 
found, fundamental thought of 
Hippocrates.” , 
The resolution called upon phar- 
macists everywhere to “desist in 
any and all sales, vending or gift of 
any instrument or device or drug 
that may be construed to embrace 
the idea of contraceptives” and 
that pharmacists everywhere 
“make sincere efforts to study the 
codes of ethics of the magnificent 
pharmacy organizations, thereby 
substantiating the ideas incor- 
porated in this resolution.”

S I looked cover the enclosed 

questionnaire, I noticed that 
my comment on Our Sunday Visi- 
tor is rather illegible.

For 
a year, I belonged to the Catholic 
Daughters, and at the end of the 
year, besides finding that nothing 
constructive was accomplished by 
the group, I also became aware that 
at each meeting, I spoke tothe same 
two or three friends I knew before 
becoming a Catholic. 


The ladies said “hello” naturally; 
but it was impossible to form more 
than a nodding acquaintance. They 
seemed unwilling to make the ef- 
fort to include a stranger, for | 
live on a farm, in their conversa- 
tions, nor ever to speak beyond 
personal affairs. 

At card parties, the clique sys- 
tem was even more apparent in the 
individual tables which were usual- 
ly made up of people who played 
together at home anyway. This was 
also carried through to the re- 
freshments. 


So, you can see that a stranger 
or a convert would have a very 
difficult time of finding a place in 
the parish, particularly if that per- 
son is not a joiner, either through 
inclination or through domestic 
duties. 

When I was a‘child, we lived in a 
rural community in Ohio, and the 
Mother's Club of the school had a 
wonderful system for card parties. 
Only two games were announced or 
advertised, and they were played

four. After a few hands, the play- 
ers shifted—one side of the table 
up and the other down. In this way, 
each player at some time during 
the evening played with everyone 


else at the table. At a prearranged 
time, the card playing was stopped 
and, before anyone had time to fall 
into cliques, the refreshment com- 
mittee bore down on the tables 
with loaded trays. 

These parties were deliberately 
planned to draw in the old persons 
of the community. Not only that, 
many came from Cincinnati as well 
simply because it did not require a 
prearranged party for a good time

book by any one who cares to do so. A second and enlarged edition 
is now available from O. S. V. press. 


The Lutherans are not represented on the Board of the POAU, 
but the official organ of the Missouri Synod, The Lutheran Wit- 
ness, and the American Lutheran come to us regularly. We are not 
subscribers to these periodicals, but they are sent to us by Luther- 
ans who receive them and are so dissatisfied with their intolerance 
that they forward them to us from different states. 

There is no anti-Protestant periodical, no anti-Protestant 
organization, never an anti-Protestant sermon delivered in a Cath- 
olic church, yet the Catholic Church is charged with intolerance 
by the ones who are most guilty. 

Today we received a notice of a slander which appeared in 
The Christian Advocate. In an article in that magazine the Mary- 
knoll Fathers are charged with having built a hospital “next door 
to the Adventists’ hospital, seeking to drive it out of business.” 
Father Higgins, Assistant General of the Maryknoll Fathers, ex- 
posed this falsehood. _ 

The Maryknoll Hospital is fifty air miles from the Adventists’ 
Hospital, and much farther removed according to the only travel 
route between the two hospitals. ! 

These hospitals were constructed by the United States Gov- 
ernment and donated to Bolivia during World War II. Both. sites 
were selected jointly by the United States Government and the 
Bolivian Ministry of Health. Back in 1943 the Bolivian officials 
requested the Maryknoll Fathers to take over the very hospital 
which the Adventists are operating, but they were not able to take 
over both. It was only after the Maryknoll Fathers turned it down 
that the Adventists were given it. 

About a desire to “hurt Protestantism,” Father Higgins 
writes that Protestantism is hardly more than a name in the 


sparsely settled but vast missionary area. 


How people can pretend to be friends of Christ while violating 
the Commandment on which He laid most emphasis because it 
effects the relation of Christians to one another—charity—is very 
difficult to comprehend.

Then somebody would say— 
“Well, I was just thinking of 
Grandma McGinty who lives over 
on Third Street. Why, she was a 
very little girl during the last In- 
dian raid in this part of the coun- 
try: she just escaped being carried 
away because her mother hid her 
in the closet.” 


Next you begin to think what a 
fine source of stories and history 
Grandma McGinty would be. The 
termites couldn’t get at her mem- 
ories as they did at the pages of the 
book. Would she have the stories 
written down? Of course not! You 
would have to dig them out. One 
day you would visit her and the 
talk would go something like this: 

“Mrs. McGin- 
ty, would you 
tell me some- 
thing about 
your early days 
—what was it 
like then?” 

“Good gra- 
cious, Mary, 
that was such a 
long time ago!”

th really very unfair to demand 
suddenly of Grandma McGinty 
that she dig back in her memory 
and range over the years long ago 
when she was your age.

You must ask + 
cific questions. WHY? WHERE? 
WHEN? WHO? HOW MANY?

Those are only a few of the 
questions which can be used in 
most interviews. 


Before going to your interview, 
imagine if you can, what it might 
have been like at that time. Then 
write down a series of questions 
that will bring out the kind of 
things you want to know. The 
questions should be simple and di- 
rect. And this is especially neces- 
sary in the beginning. For in- 
stance: 

“Mrs. McGinty, when you were 
about my age, did you live here?” 

If she says “yes,” it means she 
knows the history of your town for 
a very long time, and that she can 
be very helpful in supplying the 
information you want, Then, to 
further refresh her memory, you 
might say: 

ould you please tell me some- 
thing about your family?” 

This means you will be getting 
acquainted. It means too that 


wae it will be shutple for her 
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to tell you about her Mother and 
Father, her sisters and brothers. 
Now once she has made the plunge 
and has come up with their names, 
the most important thing is done— 
you’ve made a good start! Grand- 
ma will be willing to go along with 
you and answer your questions, if 
you will only prepare the questions 
ahead of time. 


In the begin- 
ning almost 
every interview- 
er has a dread- 
ful time—until 
he learns how. 
The average 
amateur  inter- 
viewer expects 
the other person 
to do all the thinking and talking, 
while he just jots down the things 
the person says. Soon he realizes 
that the one who is doing the in- 
terviewing is also the one who must 
be the guide, and ask the questions. 
And again, they must be specific 
questions.

Young Writers 
As Historians 


ae is really very important 
work. Those of you who are in- 
terested in learning to write can be 
part of this movement to collect 
local history. And believe me, it 
can be most pleasing. It can be 
fascinating. Some day I will tell 
you about my own adventures in 
collecting local history in Alaska. 


The reason it is so very im- 
portant is this: There is a great 
deal of local history locked up in 
the hearts ‘and memories of your 
own grandparents and your own 
parents and older friends. It is not 
written down. If you don’t get it 
down on paver, it may NEVER be 
written. Would you like to learn to 
become a historian of your own 
community ? 


The summer is a fine time to 
start. Now, will you take up this 
challenge? For your first assign- 
ment, ask your father and mother 
to tell you ONE interesting thing 
that has happened in your town. 
It should be something that hap- 
pened before you were born. Or it 
might have happened before your 
parents were born. It might have 
been something that took place in 
the town when your grandparents 
were boys and girls. 


Now your grandparents may 
have come from some other coun- 
try. If they did, you can ask them 
for that story some time later. For 
this first assignment, I would 
rather have you write something 


So, try to get this information 
from your parents, or from some 
other older people—whether they 
are cousins, or neighbors. Tell in 
about 300 to 500 words something 


that happened in your community 
in the past.

But during those times they can- 
not have the priest give God’s very 
special blessing to the man and 
lady being married, as he can at 
other times. And there should not 
be much excitement or celebra- 
tion after the wedding. That is 
what the Church means by its 
Sixth Commandment, when it says 
that Catholics are not to “solem- 
nize marriage within the forbidden 
times.” 


About the other part—“not to 
marry within the third degree of 
kindred”—well, that means that 
brothers and sisters, aunts and 
nephews, uncles and nieces, and

close cousins cannot marry each 
other. It is an important rule, but 
a bit hard for boys and girls to 
understand at first. So, since I am 
sure you will hear about it again, 
we will not talk about it any more 
today. 


In fact, we are finished talking 
about all of the Commandments of 
the Church. But remember that 
even when no one is talking about 
them to you, the Commandments of 
the Church and the Commandments 
of God are still rules for your life. 
They are meant to help you become 
holy, to help you get to heaven. So 
if heaven is worth having—and it 
surely is—then the Rules for get- 
ting there are worth obeying, al- 
ways.

Some time ago a similar ques- 
tion was addressed to Rev. Dr. S. 
Parkes Cadman, a Protestant min- 
ister of New York, and because he 
answered it well from the Protest- 
ant viewpoint, we shall refer you 
to his answer. 

Dr. Cadman observes in the first 
place that the state regards as 
legal mixed marriages, no matter 
by what public official the same be 
performed, but then he notes that 
Protestants would do well to follow 
the Catholic policy because they too 
should regard marriage as more 
than a civil contract. 

He writes: 

“Let us also be sure that we 
understand the position of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church on this issue. 
She teaches that marriage is not 
only a civil contract but a sacra- 
ment. She claims no right, and has 
none, to legislate concerning the 
civil contract. But has the same 
right to determine matters of her 
own faith and discipline which: be- 
long to all other religious bodies. 
Every Catholic accepts this ruling 
and, for that matter, so does ev- 
ery Protestant. 

“So long as the internal gover- 
nance of their respective commun- 
ions does not prejudice the com- 
mon weal, their rules are entirely 
the affair of those communions, 
binding on them alone and on no 
other organization.

HRIST forbids vain repeti-

iem, Matt. 6:7. 

The Popes command vain 
repetitions in prayer with the 
endless Hail Mary and Pater 
Noster. This is heathenism. 


Editor: 


Christ does et forbid “repeti- 
tion in prayer,” but “vain” repe- 
tition. if He forbids “repetition,” 
He could not expect us to make 

ent use of His own prayer 
“The Lord’s Prayer”. 


In that very prayer He implied 
that it should be said every day, 
for it contains this injunction: 
“Cive ys this day our daily bread.” 
If we would have our daily bread 
tomorrow we should ask for it 
again, If it were otherwise He 
would not have used tautology and 
broken the rules of grammar. He 
would have said “give us our daily 
bread,” and not “this day our daily 
bread.” 


In fact, the correct translation 
of “ayoid vain repetitions” (bat- 
tologein) is “speak not much as 
the heathens do.” St. Augustine, 
writing on this passage, says: 
“Truly ‘much speaking’ comes from 
the Gentiles, who give more at- 
tention to the elegant delivery of 
their prayers, than to the cleansing 
of their souls.” 


God despises lip service only, 
for it is written “they honor God 
with their lips while their hearts 
are far from Him” (Matt. 15:8). 
God always listens to every pray- 
er that comes from the heart, no 
matter how frequently repeated. 

Did not Christ Himself repeat 
the self-same prayer three times in 
the Garden of Gethsemani (Matt. 
26:39, 42, 44); and did He not re- 
store sight to the blind man upon 
I , Tepeated prayer” (Matt. 20: 


Does not St. John represent the 
angels in Heaven as repeating in- 
cessantly “Holy, holy, holy Lord 
God Almighty” (Rev. 4:8)? 

There would certainly not be a 
different law concerning prayer 
than there is concerning preaching,

The chief object of the Rosary 
is not to t the Hail Mary, but 
rather meditation on the mysteries 
of our redemption. The one who 
says the Rosary properly meditates 
on 15 events in the life of Our Lord 
and His Blessed Mother. 


It is while meditating on each 
of the 15 events that the Catholic 
repeats the Hail Mary, invoking 
her whom Christ gave to us as our 
Mother, to pray for us “now and at 
the hour of our death.” 

We have already referred to 
the conversion of a very promi- 
nent Lutheran minister of Dall- 
mann’s Synod who, after having 
written a work in which he rebuked 
Catholics for honoring Christ’s 
mother, felt pangs of conscience, 
and on his knees promised Christ 
to study the Catholic position, and 
if it seemed right to him, to re- 
tract what he wrote and write an- 
other work advocating devotion to 
her. He became a Catholic and ful- 
filled his promise. He observed that 
he could hardly expect a favorable 
judgment from Christ if, on that 
occasion, he were accused of having 
written a book against the sinless 
mother of his Judge. It would do 
Dallmann and all Lutherans good 
if they reflected and reasoned in 
the same manner as the Rev. Dr. 
Preuss, of St. Louis. 

Only recently a pastor told us 
of a convert he had, whose conver- 
sion was started by her interest in 
the Hail Mary. She believed that 
Christ would hear His own Moth- 
er’s prayer to help her “now and 
at the hour of her death.” 

Luther himself was very slow to 
ive up his devotion to the Blessed 
irgin. 

The minister convert was only 
imitating holy men of the early 
eenturies, from which Lutherans 
are wont to quote other passages. 
St. Anastasius, for instance, call- 
ed on the Queen and Mother of 
God “to intercede for us” (Serm. 
in Annunt.). St. Ephrem prayed: 
“We fly to thy patronage, Holy 
Mother of God” (Serm. de Laud. 
B. V. M.). 

St. Augustine writes: “Holy and 
Immaculate Virgin Mary, Mother 
of God, our Savior, Jesus Christ, 
deign to intercede in my behalf be- 
fore Him, Whose temple thou hast 
deserved to be” (Med. Ch. XL). 


To Jesus Through Mary 


Catholics do not pray in the 
same way to Mary as they pray to 
Christ or to God. All the official 
prayers of the Church are directed 
to God the Father, through “Jesus 
Christ our Lord,” as are the official 
prayers of the Lutheran Church,

The Catholic position could be 
attacked only on the ds that 
Mary is made a substitute for 
Christ, or honored in His stead. 
But such a charge is libelous. She 
is not worshipped, but only hon- 
ored, and honored because God 
honored her, because Christ hon- 
ored her throughout His life, and 
in His dying breath commended her 
to us as our mother, evidently to 
be honored and loved. 

It has often been remarked in 
the writings of intellectual con- 
verts that the discarding of Mary 
from the Christian religion leads 
to the discarding of Christ, and 
that is true of a great portion of 
Protestantism today. Thousands of 
its modern clergy either deny or 
call in question the divinity of 
Christ; practically all these had 
previously “put asunder” what 
God had joined together—Christ 
and Mary, His mother. 
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Problems floated to my mind’s 
surface, to be quietly faced, one 
by one. This social engagement 
I'd been dreading ... why, it 
would be quite simple, after all! 
That situation with the children, 
which looked so insoluble when I 
was fretting over it beneath my 
low house-roof, assumed sane pro- 
portions under the sky. The diffi- 
culty could be met thus, or thus. 
Meanwhile, it could be prayed 
about, (and was) there on the hill. 

The extent of my walk was lim- 
ited by strength and time. That, 
too, was good. There could be no 
self-conscious search for inspiring 
scenery. If I wanted the view from 
the hilltop, 1 must just walk up, 
and that was that! If I wanted to 
renew my friendship with the 
water-lily pond, just “picking ‘em 
up and laying ‘em down” would get 
me there. 

Henceforth, I decided, to get my 
daily walk, I must forget | had car- 
keys. I must go out early, before 
breakfast, before duties began. 


Foresight Needed 


And those little errands which 
were eating up my leisure? Fore- 
sight was needed, foresight and 
firmness, with myself and the 
others. I installed a blackboard on 
the kitchen wall. Two specified 
days a week, I announced, a motor- 
ized mother was available for fam- 
ily errands. Cleaning and repair 
work must be laid out, daughter’s 
meetings noted, all necessary data 
written on the board. I would also 
telescope my shopping and mar- 
keting into those two days. Other- 
wise, only dire emergency would 
bring me leaping into the driver's 


seat. 

At first they thought I was jok- 
ing, but when Bob’s biue suit did- 
n’t magically waft itself to the 
cleaner’s and back in time for the 
Chicago conference; when daugh- 
ter had to transfer busses twice in 
the rain to get home from a club 
meeting she hadn’t noted down, 
they began to catch on. The system 
doesn’t work perfectly, of course. 
But it helps. 

I'm no longer wheel-bound and 
de-feeted. 

Never do | belittle the value of 
the car! It gives us thrill trips, 
brings a wider countryside within 
reach, enables us to keep up dear 
ties with scattered friends. Like 
all material things, in itself it’s 
neither good or bad. When | didn’t 
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Church. I say a ‘fervent’ member 
because I was adjudged that. I 
was given a prize for perfect at- 
tendance, and my first Bible came 
that way. 


“Then during my college years 
I found students of many denomi- 
nations who had no common 
ground of understanding. Their 
theory of private interpretation di- 
vided them not only into many 
parts, but led them even to disa- 
gree with the Church with which 
they actually had connection. I 
began again to look for a more 
satisfactory faith for myself. My 
own Congregational minister told 
me that moral questions should be 
solved by a subjective judgment, 
which meant that if a person be- 
lieved a thing to be moral or im- 
moral his own decision should 
satisfy conscience and God. 

“For several years I attended 
church services of every denomi- 
nation in my community, even 
Pentecostal revivals. I trod the 
‘sawdust trail, but without any of 
the enthusiasm most of the people 
seemed to enjoy. 

“Was I ‘saved?’ I was not en- 
tirely sure. At one of these Revivals 
I met a woman who made it her 
responsibility to see to my salva- 
tion. She now feels that she must 
have committed some great sin to 
deserve my entrance into the Cath- 
olic Church. May God bless her! 

“Before I actually went to the 
priest for a course of instructions, 
I tried the Church I thought was 
nearest to the Catholic, namely, 
the Episcopal Church. I enjoyed 
the music and the ritual and the 
readings from “The Book of Com- 
mon Prayer, but there was still 
something lacking. It must have 
been the Holy Eucharist, and the 
other Sacraments that I was miss- 
ing. 

“I received my First Holy Com- 
munion on Mother's Day 1943. My 
family took it hard; my Protestant 
friends thought it was a passing 
fancy. Except for a wedding or a 
funeral or two I have never gone 
back to any of these churches.

RACK to Christ! Is it the Protestant Christ? Is it the Orthodox Christ?’ Is it the Catho- 
lic Christ, the Christ of the Christian centuries, the Christ pen-painted along the pages 

of the New Testament by writers authorized and inspired? 
The most important question before the world today is “Who is Christ?” In its cor- 
rect answer rests not only the unity of the Christian Churches, so tragically sought, but 
the very fate of Christianity itself, and the eternal destiny of the human race. Many are 


the answers, and unfortunately dif- 
ferent, as evidenced in our popular 
magazines, over the radio, and 
sounding from public platforms, 
but this is not the place to enumer- 
ate or give detailed accounts of 
them. They are all too well-known 
to the public. 


Many Different Answers 


To every devout Christian, what- 
soever his denomination, the great 
wonder is: Why are so many dif- 
ferent answers given to this ap- 
parently very simple but all-im- 

rtant question? For such a con- 
using situation as this to exist, 
the sources of information relating 
to Christ must not only be many, 
but, sorry to state, contradictory. 
Such is not the fact. Few indeed 
are the well-springs from which 
we draw all our information. 


Without prejudice to the estab- 
lished Catholic doctrine of Divine 
Tradition — our inquiry here is 
the Bible not theology. As a fact 
of history we have only one real 


informative source — the 27 books 
of the New Testament, the Gos- 
pels, the Acts and the Epistles. It 
is true that some ancient histor- 
ians, like Flavius Josephus, the 
Jew, Pliny the Younger, Tacitus 
and Suetonius, mention Christ, but 
their few and very brief notices of 
Him show that they knew very 
little about His life. Yet of even 
less importance are the Aprocrypal 
gospels as sources of knowledge on 
the life and teachings of Christ. 


Thus back to the New Testa- 
ment. Everyone — Fundamentalist, 
Liberalist and Rationalist — ad- 
mits today that the New Testa- 
ment is our only real source of in- 
formation on Christ. This being 
the case the ordinary Christian 
asks and rightly so: “How then is 
it that in this twentieth century 
the world is presented with so 
many different portraits of Him?” 

One explanation might be of- 
fered. The New Testament, our 
real source of information, in itself 
is self contradictory, although writ- 


ten under the guiding inspiration 
of the Holy Ghost, the Spirit of 
Truth. Matthew, Mark, Luke and 
John painted pen-pictures of Him 
which in details, even essentials, 
do not quite agree one with the 
other. is explanation, it must 
be admitted, was advanced in form- 
er days by a few New Testament 
scholars. 


New Testament Portrait — 


Today, even the most advanced 
Liberalists and the most radical 
Rationalists believe that the New 
Testament, detail by detail, is es- 
sentially in absolute agreement. 
For instance, the four rigs rs re- 
late that most important Christian 
on the multiplication of the 
oaves.

and re ting others. The Liberal’s 
picture of Christ depends on how

or minor factors. 


But one thing is absolutely sure: 
the result is many divergent por- 
traits of Christ. While the various 
views of the liberal 
legion, on one point, strange to re- 
late, they all agree — they do not 
accept the whole New Testament 
teachings concerning Christ. The 
other school, the Rationalist, while 
accepting the whole Book rejects 
its inspiration which alone makes 
it a reality divinely vouched for. 
As a mere expression of human 
thought and human opinion to the 
Rationalist, the narrative is only a 
theory, and like all human theories 
can be altered, each alteration giv- 
ing us a new and different por- 
trait of Christ.

Washington—(NC)—Controls on new construction con- 
tinue to be the major defense curb affecting churches, schools 
and hospitals under the Defense Production Act extension 


through July 31 of this year. 


Such church institution projects which will use more 


than 25 tons of steel must ap} 


at dé 


oly for authority to commence 


ction and for allotment of 
ied materials. This is done 
with a single form in the simplified 
Controlled Materials Plan (CMP) 
which went into effect July 7. 
Applications to build churches go 
directly to the Office of Civilian 
Requirements of the National Pro- 
duction Authority for approval. 


The Federal Security Agency has 
heen designated “claimant” agency 
for educational and health institu- 
tions. Schools file construction pro- 
ject applications with the U.S. 
Office of Education, a branch of 
FSA. Hospitals, nursing and con- 
valescent homes and clinics file 
with the Public Health Service, 
another FSA branch. 


After screening, the applications 
that are approved are forwarded to 
NPA’s Office of Civilian Require- 
ments. There they are consolidated 
with other non-defense requests 
and forwarded to the Defense Pro- 
duction Administration so all 
materials demands may be corre- 
lated with defense program needs. 


Spokesmen in the Office of Edu- 
eation believe the amounts of steel 
and copper set aside for school, 
college and library construction 
during the quarter beginning July 
1 will be adequate for “essential” 
needs. Allocations of these two 
metals and of aluminum for hospi- 
tal and health facility construction 
for the quarter were called ample 
by Public Health Service officials. 


However, it is believed in some 
circles here that the total allot- 
ment for schools may not begin to 
fill the need. Many schools were 
started before May 4, the date 
when construction controls were 
placed on churches, hospitals and 
non-profit schools. These schools 
may take a big chunk out of the 
relatively scanty metals allotment, 
and many observers think schools 
just now applying for new con- 
struction will be the ones to suffer 
— refusal of permission to 
uild, 

On the encouraging side of the 
ledger, Earl J. McGrath, U. S. Com- 
missioner of Education, has an- 
nounced the Office of Education “is 
continuing to render informal 
assistance on a spot basis with re- 
spect to scarce construction items 
other than steel, copper and alum- 
num, a8 well as materials and 
*quipment which may be in short 
supply,” 

Tightened construction controls 
on educational institutions now 
permit gymnasiums only when they 
are part of a multi-purpose physi- 
cal education center.

Divided OnFederalAid Question 


San Francisco — (NC) — The 
National Education Association at 
its convention here went beyond 
the terms of a report adopted by 
the NEA—American Legion Joint 
Committee in amending the report 
to maintain the traditional NEA 
stand for restricting Federal aid 
to education solely to _ public 
schools. 


The joint report, as presented to 
the convention, recommended “Fed- 
eral aid without Federal control.” 
In action on the floor, the NEA 
delegates amended the report 80 
that the words “to public schools” 
were inserted after the words 
“Federal aid.” 


Thus amended, the report was 
approved by the convention but not 
before a number of protests were 
made. A particularly strong pro- 
test came from one _ delegate, 
Dorothy Branding of Missouri. 


Erle Cocke Jr., national com- 
mander of the American Legion 
who was here to address the con- 
vention, declared through a spokes- 
man he had no comment on the 
amended report at this time. Com- 
mander Cocke had been asked 
whether the report adopted by the 
NEA—American Legion ~ Joint 
Committee could be construed to 
mean that the Legion was opposed 
to Federal aid for parochial and 
other non-public schools. 


A source close to Commander 
Cocke made it plain that the NEA- 
amended report’s stand for Federal 
aid to public schools only does not 
necessarily represent the American 
Legion’s position in the matter.

Bishop Loras’ Life 
Studied With View To 
Canonization Cause 


Dubuque, lowa —(NC)— Msgr. 
Sylvester D. Luby, head of the 
history department of Loras Col- 
lege, has arrived in France to gath- 
er material on the life of Bishop 
Mathias Loras, first Bishop of Du- 
buque, according to word received 
here.

explain it, we do know there is an 


fanswer.” He pointed to the cross 


atop the ruined church and said: 
“Now we can better understand the 
desolation and sorrow Mary felt 
on the first Good Friday as she 
beheld her Son, the God-man hang- 
ing on the Cross of Calvary. De- 
spite the agony of that day, Mary 
remained steadfast. 

“Her reward was fully realized,” 
he continued, “in what only recent- 
ly was confirmed in a ceremony in 
Rome which I had the privilege of 
attending—the proclamation of the 
dogma of the Assumption, the dog- 
ma whereby we believe that Mary 
now reigns as Queen of Heaven in 
body as well as soul. 

“As it was with Mary, so it is 
with all the faithful. The answer 
will come in God’s own good time. 
And in the meantime, the very 
gifts which Confirmation gives— 
fortitude, courage—shoul give 
people the strength to carry on.”
